Hospital Fund 
Nears $100,000 


The Northwest Community Hospital center is a long 
step closer to realization as a result of the preliminary cam­ 
paign for funds which began December IO and is now al­ 
most concluded. 
Board chairman Charles J. W alters has revealed th at 
the initial solicitation of funds from 4 key groups in the 
hospital area has produced the impressive total of $82,780. 
W alters emphasized that this cannot yet be regarded as a 
final figure since pledges are still coming in. To date this 
sum has been achieved as a result of 68 pledges which means 
an average of approximately $1,200 per pledge. 
The Advisory Board under the inspired leadership of 
Nicholas Lattof has been responsible for raising over $43,- 
000 of this amount. 
Treasurer Carl Hammerl reports that the gift fund 
as of the latest tally totals $13,000. However, Hammerl says 
that this figure is subject to almost daily revision upward 
because of the ever increasing number of spontaneous bene­ 
fits sponsored by various special groups and individuals. 
These privately sponsored activities have been a source of 
great encouragement to the hospital board. 
Ted Seiler, Financial Development Committee Chairman, 
expressed on behalf of the entire board of trustees, a deep 
appreciation to all those whose efforts and contributions 
have made possible the grand total of $91,000 for the hos­ 
pital program. 
As announced last week, the Board of Trustees now 
has options on 2 possible sites which are: 
(1) i/2 mile north of Algonquin road on the east side 
of Route 53 in Palatine township; 
(2) at Rohlwing and Baldwin roads, also in Palatine 
township. 
Tile final selection of the building site will be deter­ 
mined by those who become contributing members of the 
hospital association. 
A most encouraging foundation has now been laid for 
the main campaign for funds which is to begin soon after 
the new year.

GREAT CARE m ust be taken to 
prevent chilling in the prem ature 
infant.

WHITTEMORE AND LOWE 


The second concert of the current season of Community Concerts 
was presented by duo-pianists Whittemore and Lowe to an audience 
made smaller, no doubt, by the preceding annual Christm as program 
presented by the music departm ent of the high school. 
The program really began about a third of the way along the print­ 
ed selections, after the m ysteries of house lights and panel switches had 
been successfully solved, with the presentation of Brahms Variations on 
a Haydn theme, fam iliar to most ears in its orchestral form. 


While several of the variations are exquisite and even Intricate 
in their musical workmanship, Brahms is by no means anemic; he 
demands full support in the bass and harmonic structure to achieve 
the “grand nobility” of his style. 
When presented by two pianos 
there can be ne compromise with the pitch; the pianos must be 
strictly in tune. 


Up to this point, the program consisted of delightful compositions 
cf Dvorak and Schubert, written as piano duets, resulting in each per­ 
form er presiding in his half of the pianistic domain, with 
the ever 
present treble harmonies on one instrum ent and the lower register on 
the other. When 2 beautiful instrum ents are together, as is not too often 
the case, then is the tim e to make music for 2 pianos, when the one 
complements the other, and the harmonies and musical workmanship 
are enriched by 2 full keyboards in the hands of capable musicians. 


The second half of the program was 2 piano music in all its 
glory, running the gamut of composers from Bach to Bartok 
to 
“That Old Black Magic.” Most of the music in this area has to be 
arranged for 2 instruments, yet when expertly done is refreshing to 
hear. A ease in point is with the music of the beloved Fritz Kreis- 
ler, whose Liebesfreud and Stars In My Eyes are as fresh in 2 piano 
form as in any other of the many arrangements now in common use. 


The “ La Valse” of Ravel w’as really a highlight, an achievement in 
tone production. 
W hittemore and Low’e play beautifully together, and 
in moments kindle the bright sparks of artistry. Maybe some day will 
see their return, perhaps even with the great Sonata of Mozart, the Im ­ 
promptu Roccoco of Schutt and even an Arensky Valse.

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An Ordinance Establishing 
Wheel Taxes 
PASSED December 13, 1935 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE OTY OF 
ROLLING MEADOWS, ILLINOIS. 
SECTION ONE: LICENSE REQUIRED 
Every' owner or operator ol a motor vehicle or motorcycle who re­ 
sides within the city shall pay each year to the city clerk a tax or Ii 
cense fee for the use of each motor vehicle or motorcycle used on any 
public street or alley in the city, as provided in the following section. 
SECTION TWO: LICENSE FEES: 
The annual license fees to be paid for vehicle licenses shall be as 
follows: 
For passenger vehicles .........—.......-__________________________ $ 3.00 
For trucks not exceeding 1*2 tons capacity 
.. 
_____________ $ 7.00 
For trucks of over P 2 tons under 3 ton capacity 
_________ $12.00 
For trucks of 3 tons capacity ----------------------------------------------- $20.00 


For each ton over 3 ton capacity 
For motorbuses ____________________________________________ $15.00 
For motorcycles 
................................................................................ $ 5.00 
SECTION THREE: TRANSFER OF LICENSES 
The license plates issued to dealers in motor vehicles for vehicles 
held for sale and used only for demonstrations may be transferred to 
any other vehicles so held and used by the same dealer; provided, that 
such dealer shall procure one license for each motor vehicle so held by 
him at any one time during the year, provided, however that this sec­ 
tion shall not authori 3 any person, firm or corporation to become deal­ 
ers in motor vehicles unless in compliance with all other applicable 
ordinances. 
All licenses provided for herein shall be transferable by the holder 
of such license from one motor vehicle to another owned by such license 
holder upon application to the city clerk and upon payment to the city 
clerk of a transfer fee of one dollar. A ten-day grace period shall hie 
allowed to any license holder after the acquiring of a different motor 
vehicle within which to make application for transfer as hereinabove 
provided, and a similar grace period shall be allowed to any new resi 
dent of the city within which to apply for a license. 
SECTION FOUR: APPLICATION FOR LICENSE: ISSUANCE 
Every owner or operator of a motor vehicle or motorcycle desiring 
a license for such motor vehicle or motorcycle shall file an applicatin 
with the city clerk setting forth the name and address of the applicant 
and a description of the vehicle for which the license is desired and shall 
provide such other information as may be required. Upon payment of 
the fee herein provided the clerk shall issue or cause to be issued a li­ 
cense which shall be attested by the clerk, authorizing the use of such 
vehicle within the city until the expiration of the license. 
SECTION FIV E: HUEN LICENSE FEE DUE AND PAYABLE:

The license fee required by this ordinance shall be due and payable

Such increase In license fee shall not bar any action for failure to 
secure such license prior to January I of any year. 
SECTION 6: PLATES AND STICKERS 
The applicant for a license, under the provisions of this article, upon 
payment of the fee, shall be given a license plate or windshield sticker 
without charge, of such design and material as may be approved by the 
city council, w'hich plate shall be fastened in a prominent and visible 
place on the front of the vehicle. If the sticker is provided it shall be 
attached to the windshield at all times that the vehicle is operated in 
the city. 
SECTION 7: DISPOSITION OF FEES COLLECTED 
All revenue derived from license fees, under the provisions of this 
article, except for the cost of issuing the licenses and plates and collect­ 
ing the fees, shall be kept as a separate fund and used only for the pur­ 
pose of improving, paving, repairing or maintaining the streets and 
other public roadways within the city and also for payment to any police 
pension fund as required by statute. 
SECTION 8: PENALTY 
It shall be unlawful for any person residing within the city to oper­ 
ate any motor vehicle in the city without having first paid the license 
fee and obtained the license provided for herein. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined not less than $2.00 
nor more than $200.00.

Industries heavily concentrated 
in the Midwest are scoring bigger 
profit gains in 1955 than those 
located in most other areas, ac­ 
cording to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago. Writing in jts 
monthly review, ‘‘Business Condi­ 
tions,” the bank says that this 
favorable profit showing reflects 
the “above average” business pick­ 
up noted here. 
Steel, autos and railroads — all 
important Midwest industries — 
made January-September 
profit 
increases of 50 to 85 per cent over 
the same months last year. 
In 
contrast to this experience, net in­ 
come of all U. S. 
corporations 
gained about 30 per cent. 
* # # 
WHAT’S MORE, Midwest pro­ 
ducers of railroad equipment and 
industrial 
machinery 
appear to 
have most of their profit pickup 
ahead of them. Production gains 
in 1956, based upon their huge 
order backlogs, promise to reduce 
unit costs 
and 
boost 
earnings. 
These firms have been unable tq 
increase output rapidly in recent 
months because of raw material 
shortages. 
The boom in general business 
activity since 1954 is carrying pre­ 
tax profits of U. S. corporations to 
the highest level in history. As in 
the past, corporate earnings are 
showing much larger changes than 
other economic measures. The na­ 
tion’s output of goods and services 
this year will exceed 1954 by about 
7 per cent — far less than the 
expected pickup in net earnings.

In a dry year such as the one 
just passed we get many questions 
Diane I on soil treatment, yields, etc. 
Recently I saw a comparison of 
corn root development

ized and unfertilized silt loam at 
Urbana, Illinois. During the mod­ 
erately dry season of 1954, there 
was a greater root penetration and

on the unfertilized plot. Over a 
long period, the fertilized plot had 
received residue lime and rock 
phosphate, whereas the unfertil­ 
ized plot had received only crop 
residue.

CORN YIELD was 
79 bushels 
per acre on the fertilized plot and 
66 bushels per acre on the unfertil­ 
ized. Total root weight on the fer­ 
tilized was 1846 pounds compared 
to 1398 on the unfertilized. Root 
penetration was 6 inches on fertil­ 
ized compared to 48 on the un­ 
fertilized. 
To this depth the soil was cap­ 
able of storing 12.8 acre inches of 
water in the fertilized and 10.5 
acre inches in the unfertilized.

Life Estates 
Many Illinois farms are

for life only, and quite a number 
of farm owners are thinking about 
creating life tenancies. Before do­ 
ing so, there are important bene­ 
fits and limitations

Although a holder of a life es­ 
tate is called a tenant, he is not 
a tenant in the same sense as a 
farm tenant. Actually he resem­ 
bles an owner and has most of 
j^the rights of an owner.

A LIFE TENANT cannot sell 
or mortgage the land, because he 
has only the use of the property 
and not a fee or title interest. Title 
belongs to the person who takes 
the land at the life tenant’s death 
—known as a remainderman. 
Even though a life tenant can

destroying 
buildings and timber or commit­ 
ting waste on the land, he cannot 
be compelled to use sound farm­ 
ing practices,

Coal, oil or other mineral de­ 
posits belong to the remainder­ 
man and not to the life tenant. 


Good Lighting Not Hit O r Miss J o b - Trade Barriers 


It Must Be Planned; Guide Is Given Lower Prices 


Of Fed Cattle

Good lighting is not a hit or miss 
job. It must be planned. And this 
goes for the farm, particularly, where 
•cores of after-dusk accidents happen 
regularly because of poor illumina­ 
tion: 
A dark farmyard can be a pretty 
formidable place in which to take a 
walk. It becomes even more danger­ 
ous when the farmer is hurrying to 
wind up his chores following a long 
tiring day. All of us work better, 
faster and safer if we can see what 
we’re doing, and where we’re doing. 
A combination of conventional 
yardlights and floodlights for loca­ 
tions over entrances to service build­ 
ings, and a cluster of floodlights on a 
yard pole to illuminate areas beyond 
buildings will do an adequate exterior 
illumination job. As a guide to how 
this can be accomplished we refer 
to the illustration below, which sug­ 
gests: 


Floodlights on side, near top of 
silo (I); cluster of three floodlights 
mounted on pole for three-directional 
general yard lighting (3); 
Conventional yard lights over en­ 
trance to dairy barn (2), and over 
entrance to poultry house (5) —in 
foreground; 
Floodlights or conventional yard- 
light fixtures, whichever is more eflft- 
cient for individual farm layouts, at 
entrance to hog house (4); at the three 
other No. 5 locations shown—poultry 
house, utility building and garage 
... as well as entrances to such build­ 
ings as machine shed, farm shop, milk 
house, drive-through granary and 
storage structures. 
The foregoing represent general 
recommendations only—but they are 
tied directly to nation-wide safety 
statistics that prove conclusively that 
injuries can be prevented and work 
speeded up if farmers will follow the 
simple practice of putting plenty of 
light on the job—and lighting their 
paths to the job.
